council, J. L. Hechmer. 
The ex-treas-

T h e offense was committed in 
1883, and the treasurer fled to Mexico 
and was not convicted until 1885. 


After a bitter discussion the motion 
to recommend a pardon was lost. It 
was decided to hold the next biennial 
session in Chattanooga, Tenn. 
The re- 
mainder of ihe day was spent in revising 
the constitution for subordinate coun- 
cils. To-d ay general business was trans- 
acted, officers elected and the conven- 
tion will probably complete its business 
and finally adjourn before evening.

The train of fifty cars, on a 
grafle of forty feet to the mile, and run- 
ninf? at fully tbirty-Sve mileti per hour, 
was brought to a standstill in the length 
of fifteen ears, and other tests equally 
trying for the brake were made with the 
best of results. 


The directors of the Pennsylvania 
railroad company, operating three lines 
into Fort Wayne, are going to issue 
bonds for the following improvements: 
CoDstniction of third and fourth tracks 
and additional facilities on the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, 
l>ranohes, and leased 
lines, S4,000,0000; real estate of Penn- 
sylvania railroad, branches, and leased 
lines, $700,000; locomotives and passen- 
ger equipment, $1,300,000; 
construc- 
tion of branch and auxiliary lines in ad- 
dition to those now in operation, .$2,000,- 
000; total 88,000,000, the privilege be 
given to the shareholders of the con- 
pany of subscribing at par between the 
15th and 30th days of June, 1887, on 
which latter date the privilege piJl cease 
for 8 per cent, of their respective hold- 
ings as they stand registered on Wednes- 
day, May il. 


Mr, O. P. Pindell, 
president of t h e 
Travelers' Protective association, 
s a y s 
that if the inter-state commerce com- 
mission intends enforcing the clauses 
which will injure traveling men, the 
knights of the grip will adopt retaliatory 
measures for protection 
against the 
roads. 
This will be done, Mr. Pindell 
says, because the railroads will do all in 
their power to avoid the provisions of 
the law which will operate against 
them. 
He charges that theatrical par- 
ties are obtaining reduced rates as be- 
fore. In New Jersey, Michigan Illinois 
and other states, members of the as- 
sociation are endevoring to get laws 
passed compelling al! railroads to carry 
passengers at two cents per mile. Trave- 
ling men are greatly interested in this 
matter of transporation, and will work 
earnestly to obtain the passage of such 
laws in all the states. 


The twenty-third annual meeting of. 
the Northern Indiana Christian Minis- 
terial association is now in session at 
the Christian church at Wabash. 
The 
object of this meeting is to devise means 
and methods for more energetic church 
work. A large number of prominent 
workers in the Christian church are in 
attendance. 
E. W. Darst, of Nobles- 
ville, president of the association, gave 
the opening address on "The Preacher 
and His WorE." At the devotional ser- 
vices speeches were made by R. A. Sel- 
lers, E. E. Cross and Li. H. Jamison. 
The latter sang several beautiful songs. 
J. H. O. Smith, of Indianapolis, gave 
an address on "The Present Opportu- 
nity." 
E. J. Gantz, of Indianapolis, 
discussed the relations the exist between 
the paator and the church board, and 
insisted upon the necessity of harmoni- 
ous action among the various divisions 
of church workers. 
Professor Benton 
presented the question of Bible study, 
and pointed out some errors; the danger 
of rationalism, realism and mysticism. 
He insisted on the necessity of inter- 
preting Scripture in the light of Scrip- 
ture and according to it» general pur- 
poses and intent.

The natives of the Uganda district be- 
lieve in a supreme being, but they do not 
worship Him, considering him so in- 
finitely superior that the worship of in- 
significant mortals would not be recog- 
nized by Him; but they worship inferior 
deities, especially the god of the lake, 
and on a voyage make libations to Him. 
They have also a god of war—in fact, 
they have their Jupiter, Neptune and 
Mars. 
"VVaii-ior chiefs, too, who have 
died m battle are worshiped as demi- 
gods. This is very much like the Homeric 
mythology. 
The government of Uganda 
is based on the feudal system. 
The chiefe 
own land and fulfill the duties of magis- 
trates; but there is a right of appeal, and 
important cases come before a chief or 
chiefs of the liighest order. 
The kingdom 
is really a limited monarchy; it is gov- 
erned by a council consistmg of the king 
and some chiefs of the highest order, in- 
cluding the chief butler, baker, and, 
above all, the chef de cuisine, the cook. 
Without the sanction of these august 
personages the king can do nothing. 
When this parliament is dissolved—it sit» 
for three months—the members, like our 
M. P.'s, retire to their coimtry seats. 
The king keeps an enormous harem, and 
polygamy i.s an institution. 
Children and 
girls are sold for gims, ammunition, etc. 
In the court 
there are dwarfs and 
buffoons, as there were at European 
courts in tlie olden times. 


Baker writes that needles are in great 
demand—the natives l)eing exceedingly 
clever tailors and furriers—a handsome 
girl may be purchased for thirteen 
needles, to be exchanged in Unyoro for 
an elephant tusk, which would be worth 
£20 or £oO in England. In Unyoro 
ttiere is an established value for a hesJthy 
young girl—such a person is equal to a 
single elephant's tusk of the fh-st class or 
a new shirt. 
Thus a girl might be pur^ 
chased for a sliirt, and subsequently ex- 
changed for a large elephant's tusk. 
Slavery is a national institution of tho 
c o u n t r y . 
l u U n y o r o t h e pjirls a r e p u r - 
chased for various commodities, such as 
brass coll, bracelets, bark, clothes, cot- 
ton, shirts, ivory, etc. The Unyoro 
coimtry lies at the southeast bank of the 
Albert Nyanza. 


Dr. Junker was allowed to proceed on 
his journey in a boat belonging to the 
mission aft<^r he had made some hand- 
some presents to the king. 
This place is 
at th south of Victoria Nyanza. 
ITe re- 
mained here four days. 
Toward the 
southwest the banks lose the appearance 
of fertility which they had on the north; 
and rocky hills without 
verdure, or 
merely covered with stunted mimosa or 
coarse grass, lain to the margin of tho 
lake, where they end in naked rocks. In 
the narrow bays formed by these ridges 
are here and there villages nestling 
among banana groves. 


Di-. Junker now got to Ukumhi. Here 
the hills recede again, and beds of am- 
batch are found growing in the water. 
The natives construct boats from this 
weed, which is so extremely buoyant that 
a boat ten feet long and four feet wide 
made of it will support at least twelve 
men. 
The lowest point at which this 
pithy we«'d is found is about latitude 12. 
Other piu t-s of the coast are often fringed 
with waterlilses. and the islands at tho 
south of the lake are as beautiful as fairy- 
land. It is an evei'changing kaleidoscope 
—at one six)t pm'ple convolvuh and the 
graceful papri abound, around which in- 
numerabio »mantities of water fowl of 
every description hover and swim; while 
here an<Uherehuge hippopotami are seen 
floundering, 
and 
crockodiles 
basking 
where there liappens to be sandbanks or 
gjrassy crt^oks. In the middle distance are 
Been phmtain groves and grassy plains of 
a vivid cnicnUd, while in the baokgrotrnd 
stand liigantic trees with branches twisted 
most fantîistically. From Ukumhi Dr. 
Junker went on to Ut Salala, where 
there is a <-burch mission station. Thence 
he wont with his porters and donkeys 
to Uyui. 
Ujui may almost be called a 
town. 
It is one of the largest col- 
lections of htits in Africa. 
Here and 
there îirf> i>!;i<cs shaded by immense fig 
trees, n»i<l<M- wliich the natives ait. Thin 
is a j>ro>}>. r<ms station. 
It is t e n miles 
nortln'jist from Tabora, the great center 
of Ara)> tr;t<li-. 


Tho <J<x-t'>r thon continued his journey 
over thr I'godo country, through the 
Rubal 
p.'iss to Mpwapwa. 
Mpwapwa 
lies on tlic %\ e.stem slopes of the Usagara 
mountains. îidjoining the va«tt tract of 
forest ^vliich sfiparates it from the table 
land of L'ugixlo. 
Clusters of villages are 
scattered all over the plains, their in- 
habitants 3'ipporting themselves on tlie 
product of the soil and by breeding 
cattle. T)ie country is fertile, and pro- 
duces large crops of dhurra, Indian com 
and otlicr <•(-reals. The natives dwell in 
mud huts, built square, with a large 
coui't Ik »use in the ccnter. into which (as 
is coi)in)oi) il) tho Soudan) the cattle are 
diiven at niglit to prevent their being 
"jumped," as the Cape e.vpression runs; 
the d<x>rs are strongly built of wood. 
The inhabitants are a nii.vod race of 
AVugogo and Wussagara and other tribes. 
Toward tht^ we.st stretches an immense 
plain: to the north are fields of dhurra, 
and to the south and east va.st forests—a 
paradise for a sportsman, as all kinds of 
game—lions, 
leopards, antelojjes and 
buffaloes rove there. 
In a southerly 
dh-ection tower lofty mountains; indeed, 
it were difficult to conceive a more 
romantic siK)t than 
that 
wliere our 
traveler 
rested.—Cairo 
Cor.

C H A P T E R I . 


A C C O U N T S . 


Claims to be Piled. Sec. 1. All persons having claims against the City 
of Fort Wayne for work rendered, or any claims or demands whatsoever, 
shall, on the Saturday preceeding the second and fourth Tuesday of each and 
every month, file with the City Clerk their respective claims, certified to by 
the officer who may have authorized the expenditure, or ordered the purchase 
involved in such accounts. 


F i n a n c e Committee t o Report. 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be the duty of the 
Finance Committee of said Council, on the Monday preceeding the second and 
fourth Tuesday of each month, to meet at the council chamber and examine 
such claims as are filed with the Clerk of the City ; and to report to said 
Council in writing, such claims as they shall deem correct and just.

Sec. 3. No claims of any kind, whatsoever, will be received by 
said Council, unless examined and reported by said Finance Committee. 
Provided, That in cases where written contracts have been made, and entered 
into between the City and other parties, this chapter shall not apply.

P o i i n d m a s t e r ' s Duties.

Council, to provide a public pound and to erect therein buildings for hay and 
feed, stables for horses and cattle, and pens for smaller annimals, and to pro- 
vide means for watering such animals.

He shall make a full report 
of all his doings and of all moneys collected by him as such Poundmaster, and 
he shall pav all moneys collected under the provisions of this ordinance to 
the Treasurer of said city, and the Treasurer's vouchei' therefor shall 
accompany said monthly report. 
The City Marshal shall, in a book provided 
for the purpose, and kept conspicuously displayed at the city hall, enter all 
complaints made to him in regard to animals found running at large, giving 
the name and residence of the complainant; and any reputable citizen may 
enter for himself such complaint, and it sliall be the duty of all officers and 
patarolmen to give notice of all animals seen by them running at large, and the 
said Poundmaster shall take prompt action upon such information.

owners or occupants fail or refuse to comply with said requirements, the Street 
Ooramissioner shall cause the work to be done.

shall tlieii report to the Common Council the amount of said expenditure, 
giving a description of the lots or other premises liable therefor, and the 
amount for which each is chargeable, and the certificate of the City Civil 
Engineer attached, that said work has been properly done. 
The Common 
Council shall thereupon assess the said expenses by resolution iipon svich lots 
respectively. 
Thereupon the City Treasurer shall demand payment thereof 
from the several parties against whom said assessment shall be made. 
In 
case any of the owners of the lots or parcels of ground on which such assess- 
ment have been made, shall fail or refuse, for the space of twenty days after 
the date of the assessment by the Common Council to pay the amount thereof

No person shall keep or use for hire for the 
carrying or conveyance of persons or things within the City of Fort Wayne, 
any vehicle without a license so to do, and the Mayor is hereby authorized to 
license any person resident of said city, over the age of twenty-one years and 
being the owner or owners of any such vehicle, to keep and use for hire said 
vehicle upon his entering into bond with sufficient sureties to be approved by 
the :Mayor. in the penal sum of fifty dollars, conditioned for the payment of 
all penalties and damages, which the said owner or owners and the driver 
or drivers thereof, may incur, or be liable to pay under any by-law or ordinance 
oi" tlie City of Fort Wayne now in force, or that shall hereafter be established. 
All licenses granted under this section, may be transferred by the Common 
Council in their discretion. 
Provided, That the keeper or keepers of livery 
stables shall have the right to do the ordinary business of such stables with- 
out obtaining such license. 


Clork to K e e p K e g i s t e r , 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be the duty of the Clerk to 
to keep a register of the name of the person to whom such license is granted 
or transferred, the number of the license, and the description of the vehicle 
licensed. 
All licenses, unless revoked, shall continue in force for one year 
from the day of the date of the issuing thereof. 


N a m e a n d N u m b e r . 
Sec. 3. 
Every person so licensed shall forthwith 
cause the name of the owner and the number of his license to be plainly 
painted in letters at least one and one-half inches in length, in a conspicuous 
place on the outside of the vehicle, and shall keep the same plain and distinct 
at all times when used, during the continuance of such license. 


Lami>s. 
Sec. 4. Every vehicle for conveyance of persons when driven or 
used, or waiting or standing for use, in the night time, shall have fixed upon 
some conspicuous part of dach side of the outside thereof, a lighted lamp with 
plain glass fronts and sides, with the number of the license painted in black 
pah it on tlie sides and front of each of said la^jips in distinct and legible fig- 
ures, at least one and a half inches in length, and so placed that said number 
and lamps may be distinctly seen from the inside and outside of such vehicle. 
All omnibuses running within the city and required to be licensed, shall, when 
rnnniiig in the night time, have fixed in some conspicuous place in front 
tliereol so as to be distinctly seen from the inside and outside, a lighted lamp 
with the number of the license painted thereon in figures one inch and a half 
in length. 


l>rivers. 
Sec. 5. 
No person, except a licensed owner, shall hereafter 
drive any licensed vehicle, except omnibuses on established lines, for the con- 
veyance of passengers, or any article or thing whatever, for hire or reward, 
witliont first obtaining a license as such driver, and no such driver shall drive 
anv other vehicle than the one for which he shall be licensed, nor shall the 
owner or owners permit any person except a licensed driver or owner, to drive 
anv licensed vehicle owned or used by him; nor shall any such owner permit 
anv licensed driver to drive any other vehicle than the one for which he shall 
be licensed. 
No more than one driver shall be licensed for any one vehicle. 
Siich drivers shall be licensed by the Mayor and Clerk, on request of the 
owner and such license may be transferred as above provided; and it shall be 
the dutv of the clerk to keep a list of the drivers so licensed and the number 
of the veliicle as above provided. 
All such licenses shall expire m one year 
after the date of issuing thereof. 
All licenses granted under this chapter 
shall designate the vehicle by number and name, and the owner or dri ver shall 
be severally liable for each and every violation of this chapter by such owner 
oT driver. And every person so licensed shall, while acting as driver of such 
vehicle, wear a badge, consisting of a rectangular shaped metal plate, 
by 
2K inches, to be furnished by the city at the time the license is issued, and 
for which licensee shall pay the cost price, and wear said badge on the outside 
of his coat so as to be easily seen. 
On said plate shall be engraved the word 
" Hack," or other word designating his kind of vehicle and the number ot his 
license. 


l^iceiise F e e s . 
Sec. 6. All omnibuses and accommodation coaches run- 
ning in connection with hotels shall be charged for licenses, each, the snm of 
Ove dollars per annum. 


All omnibuses and accomodation coaches running upon established lines, 
and at stated periods from place to place within the city, shall be charged for 
licenses, each, the sum of one dollar per annum. 


All coaches and carriages drawn by two horses, and occupying any public 
s t a n d , o r that shall run for the conveyance of passengers for lure or reward, 
within the city, shall be charged for license, each, the sum of ten dollars per 


All"v'ehicles drawn by one horse and occupying any public stand, and used 


for the conveyance of passengers, for hire or reward, within the city shall be 
® A^^t 
license, each, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents per annum 


All baggage, express, and furniture wagons and vehicles drawn by two or 
more horses shall be charged for license, each, the sum of three dollars. 


All baggage, express, and furniture wagons and vehicles drawn by one horse 
shall be charged for license, each, the sum of two dollars per annum. 


All drays, carts, wagons, and other vehicles running within said city forbire 
or reward, and not otherwise expressly provided for, shall be charged for 
license, each, the sum of two dollars and fifty cents per annum. 


All wagons and other vehicles drawn by two or more horses for the con- 
veyance of many passengers, or heavy articles or things for hire, from place 
to place in the city, shall be charged for license, each, the sum of five dollars 
per annum if the tire of such wagon be four or more inches in width if less 
ten dollars. 
' 


K a t e s of F a r e . 
Sec. 7. The price to be charged by the owner or driver 
of any vehicle, except an omnibus, for the conveyance of passengers for hire 
within said city, shall be as follows, to be regulated and estimated by the dis- 
tance on the most direct routes, viz: 


For carrying a passenger not exceeding one mile, fifty cents. 
For conveying a passenger any distance over a mile and less than two miles, 
one dollar. 


For conveying children between five and fourteen years of age, half of the 
above price may be charged for like distances, but for children under five 
years of age, no charge shall be made, unless such child is the onlv passenger, 
in which case full charge may be made. 


The distance from any railroad depot or hotel to any other railroad or hotel 
shall in all cases be estimated as not exceeding one mile. 


For the use of coaches drawn by two horses, with one or more passengers 
by the day, eight dollars. 


For the use of any vehicle by the hour, with one or more passengers, with 
the privilege of going from place to place and stopping when required, as 
follows : 


For the first hour, one dollar and fifty cents, and for each succeeding hour 
one dollar. 


Every passenger shall be allowed to have conveyed upon such vehicle, with- 
out charge, his ordinary traveling baggage, not exceeding in any case one 
trunk. 


Soliciting, Racing-, Etc. 
Sec. 8. No driver, agent, employe, owner or 
owners of any such hackney coach, cab, carriage or other vehicle herein re- 
ferred to, shall solicit passengers, except for such vehicle as he may be 
licensed for; and no driver of any hackney coach, cab, omnibus, dray, carriage 
or other vehicle, shall engage in racing with another, or drive faster than a 
moderate rate, while passing in, along or through any of the public streets of 
the city; and all such vehicles shall keep to the right when in motion and 
passing along any of such public streets. 


Extortion. 
Sec. 9. 
No owner or driver of any hackney coach, cab 
carriage or other vehicle, licensed as aforesaid, shall refuse to convey, in said 
city, any person, with or without baggage, as aforesaid, when applied to for 
that purpose, or, having undertaken to convey such person, shall omit or 
neglect so to do, or shall ask, take or extort, from any person desiring to be 
or having been conveyed to any place in said city, as the price or rate of fare 
for such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare than herein established. 


Cartage of Merchandise. 
Sec. 10. 
Draymen, carters, expressmen or 
wagoners, licensed as aforesaid, shall be entitled to receive and ask, for cart- 
age of any articles of merchandise upon any such vehicle, where the distance 
shall not be greater than one mile, thirty-five cents; and for each additional 
mile, or fraction of ;i mile, twenty cents, and no person driving such licensed 
vehicle, shall refuse to convey, within said city, the goods, or merchandise, or 
other thing of any person, or shall omit or neglect so to do, or shall ask, take, 
state to, or extort from, any person desiring to have, or having had conveyed 
to any place in said city, such goods, or merchandise, or other thing, as the 
price or rate of fare for such conveyance, any greater price or rate of fare 
than that herein established. Provided, That this section shall not apply to 
teams with two or more horses or other animals, used for conveying heavier 
articles, where a special contract is made. 


Card of Kates K e p t Posted. 
Sec. 11. 
Every driver or owner of a 
licensed hackney coach, cab or other vehicle, for the conveyance of passengers, 
shall at all times keep fixed and posted, right side up, inside of the same, so 
as to be most conveniently seen and read, a card, to be furnished by the city 
at the expense of the owner, printed in plain, legible characters, containing 
the prices or rates of fare allowed by this chapter, and the name of the owner 
or driver of such vehicle and the number of the license thereof. 


H a c k a n d I>ray Stan«ls. 
Sec. 12. 
It shall be unlawful for any hack, 
dray, truck or other vehicle, when unemployed, to be permitted by the person 
owning or controling the same, to stand on any street or place in said city, 
except on the following streets, viz; 


On the market space on Barr street, between Jierry and Washington streets; 
hacks on the north side of Berry street, between Court and Calhoun streets; 
trucks and all other vehicles on the west side of Court street, and on thè south 
side of Main street between Court and Calhoun streets, and upon no other 
street or space within said city. Provided, That only such hacks, drays, trucks, 
and other vehicles, as the ordinances of said city require to be licensed, shall 
be included in this chapter. 


P e n a l t y . 
Sec. 13. Any person who shall violate any or either of the pro- 
visions of this chapter, or any section, clause or provision of any section of 
this chapter, or who shall fail ox neglect to comply with any or either of the 
requirements thereof, shall, on conviction, pay a fine of not more than one 
hundred dollars.

CHAPTER T. 


ACCOUNTS. 


Claims t« be Piled. Sec. 1. All persons having claims against the City 


of Fort Wayne, for work rendered, or any claims or demands whatsoever 
shall, on the Saturday preceeding the second and fourth Tuesday of each and 
every month, tile with the City (Jlerk their respective claims, certihed to by 
the officer who may have authorized the expenditure, or ordered the purchase 
involved in such accounts. 


Finance Committee to Kenort. 
Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the 


Finance Committee of said Council, on the Monday preceeding the second am 
fourth Tuesday of each month, to meet at the council chamber and examine 
such claims JIR are tiled with the Clerk of the City; and to report to said 
Council in writing, such claims as they shall deem correct and just. 


Proviso. Sec. 3. No claims of any kind, whatsoever, will be received bj 


said Council, unless examined and reported by said Finance Committee 
Provided, That in cases where written contracts have been made, and entered 
into between the Oity and other parties, this chapter shall uot apply.

thereof as comes within the sidewalk lines of said street, without a permit 
first had and obtained under this chapter, shall be liable to the penalty here- 
inafter prescribed. 


Coal Hole and Area Covers. Mec. 27. Kvery opening in any vault or 


coal hole, or other aperture in the sidewalk, or over «aid.coal hole or vault, 
shall be coveted with a substantial iron plate, with a rough surface to prevent 
accidents, and the-entire construction ot said coal holes and vaults shall be 
subject to the directions and supervision of the City Civil Engineer, or such 
other person as the Common Council may designate. 


Owners IteMponstble lor Dnntnjres. Sec. 2H. The owner and occu- 
pant of the abutting premises, in front of which any-coal hole, vault or area 
IB thus permitted to be constructed, shall be held responsible for any and all 
damages to persons or property, in consequence of any defect in the con- 
struction of such coal hole, vault or area, or for allowing the name or any por- 
tion thereof to remain out of repair; and such owner and occupant shall be 
required to keep the said coal hole, vault or area, and the walls and coverings 
of the same, in good order at all times.

The owner or occupant of 


any premises abutting on such coal hole, vault orarea shall In* hold responsi- 
ble for any and all damages occasioned to person or property in consequence 
of the aperture in the sidewalk being left open or uncovered, or from the 
«:over thereof being left insecure or unfastened, and such .occupant, shall be 
required to keep such coal hole, vault or area cover, in good order and safe 
for public travel over same. 


Orates mill Covrrs Moved. Set1, -to. \o person or persons shall re- 


move or insecurelv lix, or cause, or sutler, or permit, to be removed or 
insecurely fixed so lhattlie s;une can be moved in its bed, any grate or cover- 
ing of any«oal hole, vault or chute under any sidewalk or other public place.

If any person after having been convicted 


by the Mayor for a violation of this chapter, shall continue to use. any such 
smoke stack or chimney as mentioned in section one, the same not being 
erected an in said section specified, it shall be deemed to be, and the same is 
hereby declared to be a public nuisance, and the Marshal of the city is hereby 
empowered and directed to minresssuch nuisance by taking down and remov- 
ing tho same ; Provided, That this section shall not prevent repeated prnse- 
imtRii for the violation of this chapter. 


and no work thus done by contract shall bo accepted by said Street Commis- 
sioner until the same has been reported to said Council, and by them approved; 
and said Commissioner shall in no case make or approve any extra allowance 
or pay to any person or persons who shall have any such contract with .the 
said Street Commissioner or the city. 


Inspect Sowers HIM! Drains. Sec. 5. Itshall be the duty oftheStreet 


Commissioner between the lirst day of January and the first day ot May in 
each year, to inspect or cause to be inspected ail public sewers and drams 
catch-basins and conuectionn in the city, and report to the Common Council 
all such as may need repairing, cleaning or flushing. He shall make or cause 
to be made, where practicable, a visual examination of the interior ot all 
main or lateral sowers, which are three feet 01 more in diameter in the clear, 
and all sewers leas than three feet in diameter in the clear, whether con- 
structed of brick or pipe, shall bo inspected in such manner and by means of 
such appliances as may be directed by the City Civil Engineer. Said Commis- 
sioner shall keep a record of the location of all street catch-basins, and 
Indicate thereon all such as shall be required to be cleaned each year. 
All 


work of repairing and cleaning nubile sewers, catch-basins, and connec- 
tions, where the estimated coat shall exceed twenty-five dollars, shall be let 
by contract, according to the specifications to be furnished by the City Civil 
Engineer, except in cases of emergency where the public or private property 
may hi: iu danger, in which case said Commissioner may proceed without 
delay to make such repairs, subject to the approval of the Committee on 
Sewers. 


May Umplo.v.Clerk. -Sec. )>. The Street Commissioner may employ ;i 


clerk or supervisor, subject to the approval of tbe Common Council. 
The 


compensation of such clerk or supervisor to be determined and fixed by said 
Council. And said Street Commissioner shall not make any charge against 
any person for any of the services required of him by the ordinances.

assigned to the lot on which said building is situated. 


Certificate of Clerk. Sec. 2. The City Clerk, to provide fortheexpense 


of mapping the city, and assigning the numbers to the lots therein, is hereby 
directed to require payment for tlie certificates to be. issued according to the 
foregoing section, at the rate of twenty-live cents for each number designated 
by said certificate; said amount to be paid over by said Clerk to tlie City 
Treasurer once a month. 


Size of Number. Sec. H. Each of thu figures ol" every number shall be 


lot less than three inches in length, being so marked as to be distinct and 
easily read; iaid numbers shall be placed in a conspicuous place on the side 
or above tlie front door of the buildings to which they are attached. 


.Number AfHxed. Sec. -I. The owner or owners of each and every build- 


ing In the city shall allix on the same Ihe number assigned-therefor; and 
the owner of 'any building which may hereafter be constructed in the city, 
shall affix to the same the number or numbers assigned therefor within 
thirty days after the completion thereof, and no peruon shall affix such 
number until he has obtained a proper certificate therefor from the City Clerk, 
and it shall he the duly of tho polico to report to the Chief of Police any viola- 
tion of this section, and said Chief shall report to tho Mayor. 


Obstruetion \Vliile. Building. Sec. •>. 
N'o person shall obstruct any 


street in the city while building, with any material, whatsoever, for a space 
exceeding fifteen feet, measuring from the outside of the curb to the- center 
of the street, and iu no case shall the gutters be so obstructed an to prevent 
tin) free passage of water along the same.
